on the diuerſities of ages and capacitie of wittes. 
I therefore vpon the ſaid conſiderations; haue 
applyed my ſelfe in this Catechiſme, being of a 
muddle ſort, boch to further the profl te, and to ſa -

young beginners, or more fot ward Schollers in 
the Gtammer Schoole, to the ſame vſes, and to
